nations. In the agony, the loss, thé 
moral damage, the hell of war, the 
peace movement finds, not its con- 
demnation, but its complete justifica- 
tion. While the constantly imminent 
possibility of war and the. frequent in- 
stances of actual hostilities are evi- 
dences of the disregard of its lessons, 
these facts, we beg to reminc our 
Jingo friends, are also proof positive 
that armaments are no reliable guar- 
anees of peace. 

“ ‘Meeting under war clouds,’ then, 
proves nothing against us pacifists ex- 
cept that our advice has not yet been 
sufficiently heeded, but, on the other 
hand, no one can escape the conclusion 
that the continued xistence of war 
clouds in an era of armaments is a com- 
plete refutation of the arguments of 
those. who are constantly promising us 
cioudless skies as the result of big 
armies and big navies. Once convinced 
of this logic the world is bound to turn, 
eventually from their remedies to ours. 


History of Movement Told, 

Secretary Trueblood of the Peace So- 
ciety recounted the history: of the world- 
peace movement, beginning with tha 
formation of three small societies in 
1815, and dwelt on the. recent accom- 
plishments of the peace advocates. He 
urged that greater efforts be made to 
win “‘the people, all the people, all kinds 
of people,” into sympathy with the 
movement; that international contro- 
versies, failing of direct adjustment, be 
submitted to The Hague tribunal; that 
the next Hague tribunal adopt a gen- 
eral obligatory arbitration treaty; and 
that the reduction of- armaments be 
made a progressive actuality. 

Sectional conferences formed the first 
part of the afternoon program. Besides 
the Odeon conference on ‘“Disarma- 
ment,’’ at which Carnegie presided, 
there were a conference on ‘“‘Organiza- 
tion’’ in the Odeon Recital Hall, with 
Arthur D. Call of the American Peace 
Society presiding; meeting on ‘“Inter- 
American Relations” at the St. Louis 
University Auditoriun’, with the Latin- 
American diplomats and John Barrett 
as speakers, and a meeting of educators 
fat Sheldon Memorial. 

How Universities May Help. 

‘Louts P. Lochner, general secretary 
of the Association of Cosmopolitan 
Clubs, spoke at the educational confer- 
ence, telling of the formation in larga 
American universities of clubs which 
might serve as the basis for an inter- 
national peace structure. He told of 
the “Liga,” or league of students of 
Latin-America* countries, and the 
“Corde Fratres’’ of Europe. Cornell 
University, which has been the center 
of the movement in this country, is to 
entertain an international gathering of 
studerits in September. 

Mrs. Fannie Fern AnJrews, secretary 
of the American School Peace League, 
also spoke at the educational confer- 
ence. She said less details of wars 
should be taught to school children in 
histor; classes, and that practical good- 
will should be a subject of instruction.

Homg manufacturers should remem- 
ber that foreigners must send their 
g00ds across the water.

Let them build more 
railroads.. They have as great a market 
here as they can supply, and they may 
easily acquire the increase of trans- 
portation. And these advantages are 
growing all the time.” 

“Perhaps you think extravagant 
standards of living among people who 
can’t afford it, is one cause of the high- 4 
cost-of-living problem?” I suggested.

The 
formal opening of the historical collec- 
tion will take place Thursday night, 
with addresses by the officers of the 
society, by James Grant Wilson of New 
York and by Gov.

DOF 
POISONING INDIANS 
TO CET THEIR LAND 


Federal Officers Cause Arrest of 
Two in' Oklahoma Follow- 
ing Year’s Inquiry. 


HUGO, Ok., May 1—V. Bronough and 
Edward L. Reed were arrested here on 
a charge of attempting to poison Ellis 
Wood, a full-blood.Choctaw Indian, the 
alleged motive being that of acquiring 
his land. 

The arrests followed a year’s investi- 
gation by the Federal officials of an al- 
leged system by which many Indians are 
said to have been poisoned by persons 
who wanted Indian lands. Tvelve cases 
in which Indians have died under mys- 


terious circumstances have been investi- 
gated and other arrests are expected 
this week. 

The arrests were made by the county 
officers at Hugo at the instance of the 
Federal officers, and this is tiie first 


step of the Government looking to pros- 
ecutions fovowing the long investiga- 
tion. 


It is charged that Bronotzti and Reed 
attempted to get Wood to name a new 
beneficiary in his will, a Mrs. Ham 
having been named in a previous will. 
Woed is in poor health, and it is 
charged that Bronough called at 
Wood's home a few days ago and se- 
creth: gave him a bottle of medicine 
whieli contained a virulent poisen. 

Three months ago the officers were 
ready to make some arrests in the 
case of a fullblood Jndian named 
Batiste who died under auch ,cir- 
cumstances. 

He was buried at Iiugo and his 
body was to be exnumed for exam- 
ination Smatipox broke out at Hu- 
go, a rigid quarantine was estab- 
lished and the body could not be pro- 
tured. . The case had to be dropped. 

More reports of poisoning Indians 
came in, and Gov. Victor Locke of 
the Choctaw Nation. Indian Super- 
intendent Dana HL. Kelsey, Fred S&. 
Cook, Ttnited States Attorneys Sem- 
ple and Latham ordered a rigid in- 
vestigation, and this resulted in the 
arrests. 

A year ago Dr. J.-H. Stolpher, rep- 

resenting the State Department of 
Charities and Corrections, investi- 
gating the estates of Indian minors, 
stated that he had found evidence 
of a systematic plan of poisoning In- 
dians to obtain their land. 
Under this system it was alleged 
that the land grafters would find an 
Indian either very old or in poor 
health and make an agreement to 
pay him, a certain sum of money each 
month, usually $10, as long as he 
lived, and the Indian made a will 
naming the grafter as the beneficiary, 
giving him his entire estate.

A PICTORIAL PEACE SERMON. 

As a contribution to the work of the Interna- 
tional Peace Congress the Post-Dispatch repro- 
duces on this page Pierre Fritel’s great painting,, 
“The Price of War.” | 

The painting is a powerful pictorial sermon on 
peace. It tells the story of war. It presents at 
a glance the cost of conquest—glory for the con- 
queror, but misery and death for the people—both 
victors and vanquished. 

The world conquerors are driving forward on the 
path of greed and ambition, insatiable, relentless, 
inhuman, surrounded by the innumerable victims 
of-war. Each pathetic figure of the dead is the 
center of a tragedy, of a broken home, of a lost 
father, husband or brother, of outrage, of starva- 
tion, of vice and crime—the whole troupe of evils 
that follow in the trail of war. 

The argument for war—there is no argument 
for war, except in defense of country, home and 
liberty and the argument for defensive war is a 
condemnation of the ambition, tyranny and greed 
which menace the dearest possessions of men. 

The argument against war is the argument 
against all the lusts and all the conditions that 
make for evil and misery—deéath, devastation, 
famine, outrage and the tntolerable burdens which 
bend the backs of human toflers. We shall not 
attempt to cover its wide scope. 

The argument for peace its the argument for 
the ideals of civilization—the rule of reason, jus- 
tice, prosperity, human happiness. It would re- 
quire a volume to summarize them. 

We have a picture of the consequences of war 
in the Balkans today. The Turkish conquests 
brought centuries of blood and misery on South- 
eastern Europe and is just now ended in a 
carnival of bloodshed and famine. Greedy am- 
bition is threatening Europe with incalculable 
miseries. 

The International Peace Congress and the al- 
lied organizations working for peace are the agents 
of civilization. They are striving to substitute 
reason for passion, justice for greed, happiness 
for wretchedness, prosperity for poverty. 

Great progress has been made. The sign of 
it is the growing force of world public opinion in 
favor of peace. The proof is in the increasing 
recourse to arbitration and conference. Al) civil- 
ized nations accept the theory of arbitration. The 
task now is to embody the theory in practical 
form. 

It ts gratifying that the Wilson administration 
is taking up the plans of the Taft administration. 
to’ obtain arbitration treaties with all nations. 
There could be no greater contribution to the 


end. It is within the power of the American peo- 
ple to secure it; They can compel the Senate to 
act by the moral force of public opinion. 

The leadership of the United States in the 
work would be of as great value to mankind as 
our leadership in the cause of democracy by the 
establishment of republican free government. 

Let us reverse Fritel’s picture. Let us as lead- 
ers of civilization pressing forward on the path of 
peace trample down the evils of war. 
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The purchase of Lower California from Mexico 
is planned, but supposing there should be an anti- 
alien crisis there, too, and rush visits from the 
Secretary of State. One California is about all the 
country can stand just at present.

Burning of Eucharistic Lights on 
Altar Causes Complaint to 
Be Made to Bishop.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 1.—The Rev. Cyrus 


Townsend Brady, long known as a pro- 
lific writer of tales of adventure and 
romance, has been rector of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church of the Ascen- 
sion, Mt. Vernon, for six ‘weeks. Al- 
ready he faces trouble for the Rev. Ed- 
win B. Rice, curate of Trinity Church, 
in Mt. Vernon has sought Hishop Greer 
to lay before him a complaint that 
Brady imdulged in “‘unauthbrized prac- 
tices,”” the specification being that he 
burned eucharistic lights up@n the altar. 
Rice has been waging something of a 
newspaper war against Braiily, and has 
urged him to “go over to Rome.”

Brady lost no time in order- 
ing them into service on a memorial 
side altar given by Mrs. Horace Gran- 
field. A majority of the vestry, it is 
said, favored making no use of the 
lights, but the new rector ruled for 
them. -

vestry, insists the protests against 
Brady’s actions came from outside the 
parish. } 

Use of eucharistic lights is one of the 
distinguishing marks as between low 
church and high church. The lights 
typify the law and the gospel, and 
while the lamps, or candelabra them- 
selves are part of the appointments 
of the altar, they are not lighted in 
low churches. They are not, however, 
not only lNghted in the Church of the 
Ascension, but it is said that Brady is 
considering replacing the black vest- 
ments with red.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Rules gov- 
erning the United States deposits of 
Federal funds in national banks have 
been remodeled by Secretary McAdoo 
of the Treasury Department With an an- 
nouncement that all Government de- 
positories, whether active or inactivs, 
will be required to pay interest at the 
rate of 2 per cent per annum, begin- 
ning June 1, upon deposits of the Gov- 
ernment. 
Simultaneously with this action the 
secretary authorized an immediate in- 
crease of $10,000,000 in Government de- 
posits in the national banks, making 
the total $52,649,964, from which the Fed- 
eral treasury will earn, under the new 
interest order $1,053,000 annually, Thirty 
per cent of the security may be in ap- 
proved state, county or city bonds.
